Place for Experiments. 

In the laboratory building, to the 
west of the main building, other 
modern devices to carry on the re- 
suired work have been installed 
Here the administration of anti- 
diphtheria, anti-tetanus and anti-ty- 
phoid serum will occur. In the base- 
ment post-mortem examinations will 
‘be held and such experiments 4s are 
deemed necessary to the staff wiil 
be made. 

A Red Cross hut has been estab- 
lished near the medical supply off- 
cer'a headquarters, where patients 
will find another recreation room 
‘such as is maintained by the Red 
Cross in all its huts, and where ar 
ticles which soldiers obtain in ail 
huts of the organization may be 
found. 

Six ambulances will be main- 
tained by the hospital. Arrange- 
ments have been made for patients 
to b2 brought to the rear of the City 
Sanitarium on a spur track running 
to that institution, from which point 
they will be conveyed to the hospital. 

The patients will then be taken to 
the ward in which they are to re- 
ceive treatment. In each of these 
wards all the beds have been -vashed 
with soap and water before being in- 
atalled. Each bed stands 27 inches 
high and is equipped with the soft- 
est and most sanitary mattress 
money can purchase. Two pitilows, 
one of hair and the other of feath- 
ers, are also supplied each bed ordi 
Narily The blankets are the reeula- 
tion army all-wool blankets, and all 
the bath towels are of a 
quality 

Nurses in charge of the wards are 
saved much labor in administering 
to the patient, due to the height of 
the beds. which obviates the neces- 
sity for the attendant bending over

Portable X-Ray Machines. 

Portable X-ray machines are 
among the equipment placed by the 
Government at the disposal of the 
surgeons. Where the patients con- 
dition is such that to move him 
might erfdanger his life, there’ ma- 
chines will be wheeled to his bed- 
side and operated without disturbing 
him. Portable bathtubs also sre on 
hand for the use of patients unable 
to ‘eave their wards. 

The main X-ray laboratory’ and 
dental offices will be maintained in 
the operating pavilion, where also 
will be found the § recovery ward, 
where patients who have undergone 
operations convalesce. 

The quarters of the nurses. offi- 
cers, enlisted men and civilian em- 
ployes are modern, but in each in- 
stance simplicity in every detail has 
been adhered to. The officers at the 
hospital stated, that in addition to 
these quarters facilities for the rela- 
tives of wounded men who may come 
to visit them are contemplated 

The hospital garden, which is be- 
ing prepared now for cultivation. and 
which will be cared for by civilian 
employes, is expected to furnish the 
hospital with all Vegetables and 
Strawberries consumed by the insti 
tution. 

Fire protection is afforded the hos. 
vital by the organization of the en- 
tire personnel into fire brigades. with 
chemical engines, hose companies 
sand bucket and ladder brigades.

three weeks to come up. While the 
young plants are easily injured by 
frost, by the time they sprout and 
come to the surface frost danger is 
likely to be past. 

The average date of the last kill- 
ing frost in this latityde, for all the 
years included in the records of the 
United States Weather Bureau, is 
April 4. Thus the first group of 
plants may be planted, under favor- 
able conditions, as early as about 
March 15, although the Government 
tables of “earliest safe planting 
dates” give a range from that date 
to about April 165. 

Irish potatoes, the Department of 
Agriculture says in a bulletin, should 
be planted as soon as weather condi- 
tions permit. 

The dwarf or smooth varieties of 
English peas may be planted about 
the same time as Irish potatoes. 
Here again soil preparation is impor- 
tant, and the ground should be mado 
fine and mellow before planting. 
Opinions differ as to the depth to 
which the seed pease should be cov- 
ered. Some authorities claim they 
should be covered as much as four 
inches, while others maintain that 
two to three inches is’ sufficient. 
Much will depend, however, upon 
the character of the soil in. which 
the crop is planted. If the soil is a 
light sandy loam and inclined to dry 
out quickly, the peas should be cov- 
ered three to four inches. But if the 
soil is rather heavy and inclined to 


pack closely, they should not be cov- 


ered more than one and one-half to 
two inches. The varieties of peas 
seed coats should 
not be planted until about two weeks 
after the smooth varieties. They are 
just a little more susceptible to in- 
jury from,frost and will mature 
about as early if planted when the 
ground has slightly warmed.

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The third group of garden crops, | 
or those that should not be planted | 
until after danger of frost is past, in- 
cludes cucumbers, cantaloupes, okra, 
swiss chard, snap beans, cauliflower 
and tomato plants. The time of set- 
ting tomato plants, however, will de- 
pend somewhat on whether or not 
they are becoming crowded in the 
plant bed. If they are not crowded, 
it may pay to delay setting them in 
the open ground until the air is thor- 
oughly warmed. Little is gained by 
tlanting this class of plants in the 
open very early. 

The fourth grouf of plants, com- 
monly known as the  heat-loving 
plants, includes peppers, eggplants, 
sweet potatoes.and summer squash. 
These crops are easily injured by 
cold nights and periods of rainy 
weather, and it is always best to de- 
lay planting them until a safe per- 
iod has been reached. It should be 
borne in mind that certain 
warm up slowly in the springtime,
